We are further told, that the Government manage 
all their Affairs here by the Methods of Bribery and 
Corruption ; and as an Inflance hereof, it is infinuated, 
that the late Election of Peers was carried in this 
Manner. ‘This Affertion, if true, reflects greater Dif- 
honour on our felves, than on the Gentlemen in the 
ee oe if the Ends of the Government 
are good and upright, as, I think, plainly a 
from their Care to Ledlltes the Conftitution in Pal 
Vigour ; then it is our Fault, if we muft be hired to 
do our Duty, and a great Hardfhip on the Miniftry to 
be obliged to purchafe our Concurrence in the Publick 
Happinefs. .1 am very far from pleading for Bribery 
and Corruption ; but it is abfolutely certain, that the 
very beft of Governments have fometimes been con- 
itrained to have Recourfe to fuch Rxpedients. One of 
the greateft and beft Men of all Antiquity, the immor- 
tal Cicero, who was both an upright Magiftrate, and a 
virtuous Philofopher, yet thought it no Dilparagement 
to his Virtues to fave his Country from Ruin, by pur- 
chafing the Secret of a wicked Confpiracy againit it, 
even from fo infamous a Creature as a common Courte- 
zan. Nor hath his Conduct in this Matter ever been 
cenfured by.any, unlefs by four and morofe Cynics, or 
fuch fhallow-brained Cafuifts as never had Penetration 
enough to difcover, that the Point of Publick Ufefulne/s 
is the only Criterion of Right and Wrong jn all Political 
Confiderations, fo that no Jnju/bice be done to private 
Perfons. 

Bur it is foreign to my prefent Purpofe, to enter on 
the Difcuffion of a Point.of this Nature ; efpecially 
when, I apprehend, there never was lefs Occafion for it 
than at prefent. All Malecontents mutt jultify their Op- 
pofition with fome plaufible Pretence or other. When 
real Grievances are not to be found, ‘t becomes ne- 
ceflary to devife Faults in an Adminittration, which are 
capable of being clofely concealed, and yet, from the 
general Corrupuon of Mankind, are very likely to be 
true. Of this Kind are Bribery and Corruption. They 
are Works of the Flee, and, like all other Works of the 
Ficfb, are generally performed in the Dark. ‘They are 
likewife Faults, to which fo many Men are liable; that 
the Prefumption of them, efpecially amongit weak 
People, is flrong againft every Man, who happens to 
be accufed af them. Whenever therefore, I hear this 
Clamour raifed againft any Government, unlefs where 
particular Faés are fpecified, I only conclude it to be 
an Artifice of their Enemies, to have a probable Co- 
lour of attacking them. I am fenfible, there are 
others, and thofe efteemed no contemptible Judges of 
human Nature, who would afcribe it to a Cauie not 
altogether fo innocent. ‘Thefe, from a known Ob- 
fervation, that lewd Women are moft addi¢ted to make 
ufe of the flanderous Epithet of Wore, would be apt 
to fuggeft, that whoever raifes or propagates a Fama 
Clamofa of Bribery and Cortuption againit an Admi- 
nitration, without the cleareft and moit demonitrative 
Evidence of the Fact, dnly does it from a Confcioufnels 
ef the—evil Difpofition_of his own Heart, and a Ha- 
bitude of conftruing the Aétions of all other Men into 
the Language of his own Bafenefs. 

Tere is juft Ground to think in this Manner, of 
the prefent Clamour raifed about the late Ele¢tion of our 
Peers. It is the fame Clamour that hath always, in 
‘my Memory, been raifed at every former Election. I 
have been prefent at one or two of them, when fome of 
the noble Lords were chofen, who are now faid to be 
among the Proteflers againit the lait Election. | heard, 
at that Time, the fame Clamours againit Bribery and 
Corruption, that are now*fo loudly renewed ; and I 
found them likewife equally difregarded by all Men of 
‘Senfe, and Knowledge of the World. ‘Ihe noble 
Lords, no doubt, knew, that thofe Reports at that 
Time, were falfe ; and fo treated them with the Con- 
tempt they deferved: Ought they not therefore, in 
Decency, as wellas in Charity, to treat with the like 
Contempt, all fuch Suggettions concerning their noble 
Competitors who are now choten ? And, with all due 
Deference to the Charaéters of fuch illuftrious Perfona- 
ges. would not a contrary Conduct give a fair Handle 
to their Adverfaries, to retort the fame Scandal on them- 
felves ?. -Surely, whoever confiders human Nature, or 


human Affairs, will think it much more honourable in 


them to acquiefce in the Determination of fo a 
Majority of the higheft born, and beit ed fen of 
their Country, than peevifhly to infift on a Point which 
may be turned againit themfelves, and which, if pur- 
fued through all its Confequences, would make it ra- - 
ther a Diigrace, than an Honour, to be the Reprefen - 
tatives of fo venal and mercenary a Body, as the Ene- 
mies of the Government at prefent endeavour to de- 
fcribe them. | 
Bu t leaving this Controverfy to be determined by the 
proper Judges, who doubtlefs will proceed in it agree- 
able to their great Honour and Juftice; let us return to 
the remaining Branches of the Charge. Buthere we fhall 
find ourfelves moft grievoufly difappointed, and meet 
with nothing new, but only the fame dull Story again 
and again repeated, with a broad Face of Impudence 
and Afleveration ; Corruption and Tyranny, Tyranny 
and Corruption, are the everlafting Burden of the Song. 
There is no coming at Men who write in fo loofe and 
indefinite a Manner. They have nothing to lofe by 
any Argument they undertake ; and it is as great @ 
Folly to reafon with fuch Men, as it would be to lay 
Wagers with thofe whom we knew to haye no Mo- 
ney. ! 
SOMETHING however is due to Truth, and to the 
Characters of Men who have been unjuftly afperfed. 
On this Account only it may be convenient to take No- 
tice of a Particular or two, which will ferve to thew 
the Difpofitions of the Gentlemen now in Power, with 
regard to the Affairs of Scotland. We have among us 
a great Body of People, who are all Gentlemen becaufe 
they will not work ; and all Soldiers Lecaufe they live 
upon Plunder : ‘Thefe have been long the great Peft and 
Grievance of this Country, being the declared Ene- 
mies of all. Peace, Order, and Induftry. The Great 
Men of our Country, who are thought to ftand bett 
with the prefent Adminiftration, became fenfible of the 
great Advantages would accrue to the Publick, from 
reducing this Set of People to an orderly and civilized 
State: For this Purpofe they brought a Bill into Par- 
liament, and put into it fuch Claufes, as, ina Courfe 
of Time, would have probably difarmed our wild 
Highlanders, not of their Weapons only, but of thofe 
evil Inclinations and Cuftoms which give their Wea- 
pons an Edge, and render them terrible to their Neigh- 
bours. ‘This was a generous and publick-fpirited Pa 
pofition: It had been firit ftarted by a memorable 
Countryman of ours, who never was {ufpecied of giv- 
ing into minifterial Schemes or Projects for aggrandiz- 
ing the Power of the Crown; I mean the famous 
Andrew Fletcher of Salton. It had lain dormant for 
many Years, and never was talked of but as a Matter 
of Speculation, which no Body expected would be pro- 
pofed in Earneft, at leaft, by People of Weight and 
Influence in the Government: But what Reception did 
it meet with when it actually came. from that Quarter ? 
Why truly, thofe quick-fighted Gentlemen, who call 
themfelves with you the Country Party, immediately 
took Fire at it, as a minifterial Contrivance, pregnant 
with many Mifchiefs, and calculated to promote very 
wicked and tyrannical Defigns. Some of your Patriots, 
we are informed, were pleafed, upon that Occafion, to 
exprefs their Sentiments of our Country with fuch a 
fcornful and contemptuous Air, as very ill agrees with 
that great Care and Concern they appear, at prefent, 
to be under upon our Account. But be that as it will, 
certain it is, that, in this Inftance, the Gentlemen in 
the Adminiftration fhewed a true and a difinterefled Con- 
cern for the Good of this Country. And, onthe other 
hand, it is equally certain, that the Gentlemen in the 
Oppofition, merely through Peevifhnefs, to put the 
gentleft Conftruction upon it, hindered us of a Law 
which was calculated forthe Publick Benefit, and the 
Advancement of Liberty: For certainly Highdenders, 
armed and uncivilized, are much fitter to be the Jr/fry- 
menta Regni of a tyrannical Adminiftration, than. when 
trained up in Subjettion to the Laws, and made fen- 
fible of the Decencies and Adyantages of living in a 
peaceable and well ordered Society. The Ufe the Duke 
of Lauderdale made of them, is well known, and re- 
membered in this Country ; and the fame Ufe, while 
they continue in an uncivilized State, might every other 
wicked Minifter make of them. Butjthis Ule, we 
need never be apprehenfive, the prefent Minittry thould 
put- them to, who fo ‘generoufly promoted a Scheme 
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for ‘putting it for ever out of thei own Power, and the 
Power of facceeding Mimifiry, to émploy them im 
that Manner. Accurfed be that pretended Patrioti/m, 
which hath deprived us of the many good Effects we 
might have promifed ourielvts from io beneficial and 
a Regulation.

In this State ftood their Affairs, 
hen the Gentlemen now in Power came into the Ad- 
miniftration. As foon as the Matter was reprefented 
to them, they procured a Commiffion of Royal Vifita- 
tion, compoted of a confiderable Number of Noble- 
men and Gentlemen, who met in the College, and, 
with great Candor and [mpartiality, enquired into the 
whole Affair, and fettled the whole Society, to the uni- 
verfal Satisfaction of all the Parties concerned. And it 
is remarkable, they carried on their Proceedings with 
the utmolt ‘Temper and Moderation, as well as the 
ftriéteft Regard to Juftice, and without exprefiing any 
angry Refentments at what was pait, tho’ there was but 
too much Reafon given them fo to do, and took effectual 
Care to provide againit all fuch Inconveniencies for the 
foture.

are entrufted, and ought to have other Returns from 
fuch as pretend Love to their Country, than to be 
marked out as Tyrants and Oppreflors. Jacobites in- 
deed, and Enemies to the Conititution, are their Ene- 
mies from Principle; and I affure you, I know of 
no others that they have in this Country: And for 
this Reafon I thall be very apt to fufpe&, that the 
Gentlemen with you, who have been at fuch Pains to 
mifreprefent them, have done it from the fame Mo- 
tives and Principles ; Principles that ought to be held 
in the utmoft Deteftation, by all who have the leaf 
Regard for our holy Religion, the Liberty of Britain, 
wee Happinefs of Mankind.

Flanders. 


" Vienna, Ofober 15. 
INI Thx of Pee all the Preparations for War, the 


Talk of Peace continues, the Negociation of 
which js {aid to be very far advanced. And the Impe- 
fial Courier that returned laft from Hanover, fays, that 
Peace is talked of there as a Thing certain. ’Tis 
moreover afirmed, that the Preliminaries are to be 
figned before New Year's Day, on the Foot that they 
were propofed by the Maritime Powers above a Year 
_ ago. A Courier came hither laft Wednefday from Ha- 
mover, and “tis reported, that the French Minifter who 
refided here, is actually arrived at Hanover, on account 
of the Preliminaries for a Peace which are faid to be 
agreed on between the Emperor and Franee, and that a 
Sufpenfion of Arms feems to be not far off. 

amburgh, Ofeb. 21. ‘They write from Stockholm, 
that a Refolution is taken there to enter into the Qua- 
druple Alliance propofed at Hanover, notwithitanding 
the Perfuafions of the Count de Cafteja, the Minifter of 
France, to the contrary; and that above 30 Veflels 
have been lately loft upon the Coaits of Sweden, befides 
other Damage, by ttormy Weather: And we hear 
from Copenhagen, that three Merchant Ships, fuppo- 
fed to be Dutch, had been cait away near the Ifles of 
Barnholm and Rugen. Sixty thoufand Crewns have 
already been collected at Copenhagen, for the Relief of 
the Inhabitants of Rotichild, who were ruined by the 
late Fire there. They write from Berlin, that a Book,

Luxemburg, O&0. 24. We hear from oumArmy un- 
der Count Seckendorf near Claufen, that the F rench 
Army cominanded by the Marfhal de Coigny, and the 
Van-Guard by M. de Belleifle, decamped on the 19th 
at Night, from the Plain of Triers, and on the 20th, 
at Gin the Evening, attacked our Army, not thinking 
that our Infantry were all arrived. After our Troops 
had received their firft Attack, they made a continual 
Fire from their fmall Arms and Cannon, till 8 o’Clock, 
when they were obliged to retire, with the Lofs of 
about 530 Men killed on the Spot. The next Morning 
the Marfhal de Coigny returned to the Charge, fecon- 
ded by the Gendarmety, and attacked a Stone Bridge 
over the Salm near Efch, which our Men, after having 
a while defended it, quitted, in order to play upon the 
Enemy from a Battery of 5 Cannon, which they knew 
nothing of. ‘The Fire from thence was fo violent, and 
had fo good an Effet, that the French were not only 
obliged to abandon that Poit, but to retire, with greater 
Lofs than they had fuftained the Night before. The 
Army of France retired the fame Day to the Plain of 
Triers; and M. de Belleifle entered the Town, having 
received a dangerous Hurt from his Herfe, which fell 
under him. ‘The French fent out no lefs than 50 Carts 
from Triers, to fetch in their wounded Men. We are 
affured, that among their killed, as well as wounded 
Men, are feveral Officers of Diftinction. The Gen- 
darmery fuffered very much in the Action, and the 
Duke de Charoft-Bethune was fhot thro’ the Body, by 
a Ball froma Musket. ‘The French Army confilted of 
6o Battalions, and 120 Squadrons, and ours but of 
37 Battalions and 80 Squadrons. But the Count was 
to be joined on the zift, by a Detachment from our 
Garifon, commanded by Count Daun, confifting of 
3000 Foot, and between 6 and 700 Horle.
